Known eases of rabies have been 
relatively few this year, totaling 
only 82 for the first six months 
Compared with 188 for the first 
Mil of 1847. The largest monthly 
total was 21 in May, dropping to IS 
In June. 
Dr. Charles P. Bishop, director 
of the Bureau of Animal Industry, 
says rabies cases to 1948 peaked 
in the month of May with 104. In 
1944, biggest rabies year ever ex-, 
perienced in Pennsylvania (905 
cases), March and April led with! 
128 cases each. In 1945, May and i 
July tied at 97 each, but August 
had 114, the one year in five that 
dog days won out in Pennsylvania.. 
May was high again in 1948 and 
last year the biggest month was 
January with 29. 
There are prospects that 1948 
will be an exceptionally low rabies 
year, Dr. Bishop declared. Bo far 
the cooperation of dog owners has 
been "excellent” in keeping their 
dogs under control, he said, and 
spread of rabies has been mint- 
mixed.
